O Province takes gold along with bronze in men’s 
artistic gymnastics individual finals O Nova Scotia’s 
first medals of the Games and first gold since 2003 


After finishing the best floor routine of 
his life, Jared Goad couldn’t hold back 
the tears. 

The Bible Hill native won a gold 
medal in floor exercise in the men’s 
artistic gymnastics individual event fi¬ 
nals, breaking a week-long medal 
drought for Nova Scotia at the Canada 
Winter Games. 

Goad, who has only been competing 
in gymnastics for two years, said he was 
“ecstatic.” 

“I’m so excited because it’s the first 
medal for Nova Scotia this week and it’s 
a gold,” said the 17-year-old, clutching 
his medal tightly between his fingers at 
the Canada Games Centre. 

Goad said he didn’t know if he was 
winning because he doesn’t watch his 
competitors, except for his teammates. 

After the last foot touched the mat 
and the scores were tallied, Goad was 
passed a scoring sheet with his name at 
the very top. 

He then “burst into tears.” 

Head coach David Kilcuchi said Goad 
was “jittery and very out of it” during 
warm-up, but calmed down and pulled 
it together for the moment of truth. 


“Jared did the best routine of his life 
at the most important time and that 
doesn’t happen very often,” Kilcuchi 
said. 

Lawrencetown’s Stephen Clouter 
nabbed Nova Scotia’s second medal of 
the day on parallel bars, placing third 
with a score of 12.50. 

Clouter, 14, also finished fourth in 
the high-bar event with a score of 12.20.

Well-known broadcaster 
and Live at Five creator 
Dave Wright died Thursday 
after a lengthy battle with 
cancer. He was 82. 

Wright began his broad¬ 
casting career in 1956 with 
CBC. He worked as a 
consultant for radio 
stations in Ontario and 
Quebec until returning to 
broadcasting in the 1970s. 

Joining ATV News in 
1976, Wright worked on a 
number of projects, includ¬ 
ing Dave Wright’s 
Notebook which evolved 
into Live at Five in 1982. He 
hosted that program for 
four years. 

“This is the house that 
Dave built,” CTV Atlantic 
anchor Steve Murphy said 
Thursday. 

“Much of what Dave did 
was of his own creation. 

His style was unique, his 
programming choices were 
unique, and they were way 
ahead of their time.” 

Wright’s resume is 
extensive — he was in 
Berlin, reporting live, when 
the wall came down in 
1989. He chronicled Cana¬ 
da’s peacekeeping mission 
in Cyprus. He produced a 
documentaiy called 
“Ethiopia: The Maritime 
Connection,” which led 
him to create a fundraising 
initiative called Adopt-a-Vil- 
lage. 

“I think that he was 
maybe most proud ... (of) 
Adopt-a-Village,” said Mur¬ 
phy, noting Wright was al¬ 
so veiy proud of his live 
reporting, which is 
commonplace now but was 
rare at the time.

O Teen in Berlusconi sex scandal 
wants $20,340 for an interview 
O Says she’s ‘been hurt so much’ 


The Moroccan teenager at 
the centre of the 
Berlusconi sex scandal says 
“all the gold in the world" 
could not make up for the 
suffering she has endured. 

In an email exchange 
with The Associated Press, 
the teen nicknamed Ruby 
the Heartstealer says she 
has been “treated as a 
prostitute by all the Italian 
and foreign media.” 

“I WANT TO BE 
COMPENSATED for having 
been hurt so much," Ruby, 
whose real name is Karima 
el-Mahroug, wrote to the 
AP in Italian. 

Ruby, now 18, requested 
$20,340 for a full TV 
interview from the AP, 
saying: “I don’t do 
anything for nothing.” 

Italian Prime Minister 
Silvio Berlusconi was 
indicted Tuesday on 
charges he paid for sex 
with Ruby when she was 


17 and under age, then 
used his influence to cover 
it up. 

The abuse of influence 
charge relates to efforts by 
the premier to get Ruby 
out of the custody of Milan 
police when she was 
detained in May for an un¬ 
related suspected theft. 

His trial begins April 6 
in Milan. 

Berlusconi, 74, has 
denied ever paying for sex. 
He has dismissed the accu¬ 
sations as “groundless" 
and said he is not worried 
by the trial. 

Ruby has also denied a 
sexual relationship with 
Berlusconi, saying he nev¬ 
er “put a finger on me.” 

But she said he had giv¬ 
en her $9,500 on their first 
meeting. Ruby said at the 
time she identified herself 
as Egyptian and gave her 
age as 24, rather than 17.

After several days of 
holding back, the island 
nation’s Sunni rulers un¬ 
leashed a heavy crack¬ 
down, trying to stamp out 


the first anti-government 
upheaval to reach the 
Arab states of the Gulf 
since the uprisings in 
Tunisia and Egypt. 

In the assault, police 
tore down protesters’ 
tents, beating men and 
women inside and 
blasting some with 
shotgun sprays of 
birdshot. 

It was a sign of how 
deeply the Sunni monar¬ 
chy — and other Arab 
regimes in the Gulf — fear 
the repercussions of a pro¬ 


longed wave of protests, 
led by members of the 
countiy’s Shiite majority 
but also joined by growing 
numbers of discontented 
Sunnis. 

The assault may only 
further enrage protesters, 
who before the attack had 
called for large rallies for 
Friday. 

“We are even angrier 
now. They think they can 
clamp down on us, but 
they have made us angri¬ 
er,” Malclci Abu Talci, 
whose son was killed in 


the assault, shouted in the 
hospital morgue. 

“We yelled, We are 
peaceful! Peaceful!’” said 
protester Mahmoud Man- 
souri. “The women and 
children were attacked 
just like the rest of us.” 

Dr. Sadelc Al-Ilcri, 44, 
said he was tending to sick 
protesters at a makeshift 
medical tent in the square 
when the police stormed 
in. He said he was tied up 
and severely beaten, then 
thrown on a bus with oth¬ 
ers. 

“They were beating me 
so hard I could no longer 
see. There was so much 
blood running from my 
head,” he said.

Bizarre blasts

Rep. Giffords 
says she’s 
feeling ‘better’ 


Rep. Gabrielle Giffords is 
able to laugh at jokes, rec¬ 
ognize visitors and even of¬ 
fer a poignant response 
when asked recently by 
her husband how she was 
doing. 

“Better,” Giffords said, 
in one of the first words 
she uttered since being 
shot in the head Jan. 8. 

Family friend Tilman 
Fertitta described the en¬ 
counters to The Associated 
Press after spending time 
with her family and 
friends and recently visit¬ 
ing Giffords at TIRR 
Memorial Hermann in 
Houston, where she is un¬ 
dergoing intensive 
rehabilitation. 

Giffords has been show¬ 
ing strong signs of 
progress each day as she 
recovers from her wounds 
and her husband, 
astronaut Mark Kelly, 
spends time at her 
bedside. Kelly has been 
splitting his days between 



the hospital and training 
for his space shuttle 
launch in April. 

She is in therapy from 
morning until night, Fer¬ 
titta said, and sees Kelly 
eveiy day. 

“There’s lots of excite¬ 
ment as she continues to 
speak more and improve,” 
he added. “She’s in a great 
mood and working hard.” 

“She recognizes every¬ 
body,” Fertitta added. 

Kelly has said he 
expects Giffords to be well 
enough to attend the shut¬ 
tle launch, but doctors 
said it was still too early.

Thousands of people crowd¬ 
ed a stadium for safety 
Thursday after a Tanzanian 
militaiy ammunition depot 
exploded and showered the 
city of Dar es Salaam with a 
series of blasts Wednesday 
night and Thursday morn¬ 
ing, killing at least 25 and 
prompting a stampede get¬ 
away. 

In the mayhem of 
residents fleeing the blasts, 
more than 150 children 
lost track of their parents, 
and officials appealed for 
mothers and fathers to re¬ 
port to the stadium to 
reunite with their 
offspring. 

“People were just 
running, so some children 
were lost in the mobs of 
people. Now at the centres 
we are trying to get them

connected with their rela¬ 
tives,” Red Cross worker 
Julius Kejo said. 

When the explosions 
hit, thousands of people 
living in nearby neighbour¬ 
hoods fled. 

Families scattered, sepa¬ 
rating parents from their 
children. 

Hidan Ricco, the head of 
Tanzania’s Red Cross disas¬ 
ter management team, said 
there were about 200 unac¬ 
companied children at the 
stadium, some of whom 
are only months old. 

A city official appealed 
for parents to find their 


children. 

“We can’t figure out 
how these children ended 
up here,” Ricco said. 

“We don’t know where 
are their mothers.”

The 14 males and 11 
females were flown into 
Denver International 
Airport on Wednesday 
afternoon and trucked 
to the Wildlife Sanct¬ 
uary in Keenesburg, 


about 55 kilometres 
northeast of Denver. 

Denver’s KUSA-TV 
showed lion cubs rough¬ 
housing in the 
background as their 
mother looked toward 
the camera, relaxing be¬ 
hind the fence. Other li¬ 
ons, accustomed to 
being confined to small 
cages, sprawled on their 
backs, with their arms 
and legs in the air like 
the family dog. 

The animals were res¬ 
cued from deplorable 
conditions after a law 
was passed last year in 
Bolivia prohibiting all 
performances involving 
animals, Animal Defend¬ 
ers International said.

The federal regulator has 
invited viewers to offer 
opinions on the issue by 
April 18, with an eye to fix¬ 
ing the problem of com¬ 
mercials that sound louder 


than the programming they 
interrupt. 

Loud ads are a “signifi¬ 
cant annoyance,” said Kon¬ 
rad von Finclcenstein, 
chairman of the Canadian 
Radio-television and 

Telecommunications Com¬ 
mission. 

Last week, Conservative 
MP Nina Grewal tabled a 
private member’s bill to re¬ 
quire broadcasters to en¬ 
sure volumes match 
between commercials and 
the accompanying show. 

Asked about the bill, 
which will be discussed 
next month, Liberal Leader 
Michael Ignatieff said he 
was sympathetic and the is¬ 
sue “is clearly on the minds 
of millions of Canadians.”

Shipyard workers say they 
don’t trust Ottawa’s assur¬ 
ances that new warships 
and coast guard cutters will 
be built in Canada. 

Jamie Vaslet, of the CAW 
Marine Workers Federa¬ 
tion, said Thursday on Par¬ 
liament Hill that the 
Harper government has 
broken its word before, 
namely over the elimina¬ 
tion of a 25 per cent tariff 
on ships built outside the 
countiy. 

He said the idea that

Ice age Britons drank 
from human skulls and 
may even have eaten flesh 
and bone marrow, but 
they were far from 
barbarians. 

That’s the conclusion 
of experts studying the 
oldest known examples of 
“skull cups,” found in a 
cave in southwest 
England. 

The bowls look almost 
like works of art, ritual 
items laced with 
meaning. Look more 
closely, however, and it 
becomes clear they are 
made from human skulls. 
Scientists say they are the 
oldest known carbon-dat¬ 
ed skull cups, said by ex¬ 
perts to be about 14,700 


years old. 

British scientists writ¬ 
ing in the Public Library 
of Science journal main¬ 
tain the cups were 
fashioned in such a metic¬ 
ulous way that the only 
credible explanation for 
their manufacture is that 
they were used as bowls 
to hold liquid. If the 
hunters and gatherers 
simply wanted to eat the 


deceased person’s brains, 
there would have been far 
easier ways to get at 
them, scientists said. 

Experts believe the rare 
cups — two made from 
adults skulls, one from a 
child thought to be about 
three years old — were 
used in some sort of ritu¬ 
al, as was common in 
many parts of the world.

Arcade told to parlez Francais 

O Fete Nationale organizers say Arcade Fire can perform — but not in English 


They may be the toast of 
the music world but, if 
they ever want to play the 
Fete Nationale celebration 
in their own hometown, 
Arcade Fire won’t be 
allowed to do it in Eng¬ 
lish. 

Organizers of Montre¬ 
al’s Fete Nationale cele¬ 
bration say the band 
would have to sing their 
songs in French, like any 
other act playing at the 
festival for Quebec’s an¬ 
nual holiday. 

The chief organizer 
said Wednesday that the 
Grammy-winning band 
would be welcome to play 
the June 24 event if they 
wanted to. 

“As long as they con¬ 


form to certain guide¬ 
lines,” Luc Savard, direc¬ 
tor general of the event, 
told The Canadian Press. 

When asked whether 
those guidelines included 
not singing in English, 
and performing in French 
instead, Savard replied, 
“Voila.” 

The question of 
whether Arcade Fire will 
attend is actually moot 
for this year: the group 
will be touring Europe 
this summer, and Savard 
says this year’s acts are al¬ 
ready booked anyway. 

Arcade Fire does in¬ 
clude the occasional 
French line in its songs 
but the band, and its U.S.- 
born frontman, sing al¬ 


most exclusively in Eng¬ 
lish. 

When they took to the 
stage at the Grammys 
they expressed thanks, in 
English and French, to the 
city of Montreal and later 
gushed to reporters back- 
stage about their love for 



the place. 

After winning the best- 
album Grammy this 
week, the group went on 
to England where they 
were named the top inter¬ 
national band at the BRIT 
awards.

Beginning in the late 1940s, we've been told 
to upgrade to a new type of music playback 
medium every five or six years so that we are 
able to experience better sound. 


I f you’re brave 

enough to step in¬ 
to my basement, 
you will find CDs, 
LPs, 12-inch 
singles, 7-inch sin¬ 
gles, cassettes, a couple 
of 8-traclcs, a pile of DAT 
tapes, assorted 
MiniDiscs, some rescued 
concert recordings on 10- 
inch reel-to-reel tape and 
probably a couple of 78’s. 

Under the stairs is a 
pile of 12-inch Laserdiscs 
that I’m willing to let go 
cheap. (I’ll even throw in 
the player!) 

The International Stan¬ 
dard Organization has ap¬ 
proved the algorithms 
that make music as MP3 
files possible in 1991. 
Twenty years on, the pub¬ 
lic’s love affair with the 
format’s convenience 
seems to know no end. 

We’re firmly into the 
digital age. Global digital 
music sales reached $4.6 
billion in 2010, which 
equals about 30 per cent 
of all sales by record 
labels. 

The MP3 rules. 

But despite the severe 
high-fidelity 


shortcomings of MP3s, 
most people seem 
completely happy with 
what they deliver. (The 
same goes for Apple’s 
AAC format, which is 
what you get when you 
buy a song through 
iTunes.) 

Although technology 
used in today’s hard 
drives keeps driving 
the cost of storage lower 
and lower, few music con¬ 
sumers seem interested in 
switching to a better 
sounding codec like FLAC. 
A song ripped to FLAC is 
about four times larger 
than when ripped to MP3 
— but if you’ve got the 
room, who cares? 

Outside of hardcore au¬ 
diophiles, no one seemed 
bothered that the public 
is listening to music with 
sonic qualities that are 
substantially worse than 
what we heard from 
vinyl 30 years ago. I find 
it strange — and rather 
depressing — that while 
we continue to demand 
bigger and better HD and 
3-D TVs, few people are 
demanding that the au¬ 
dio quality of their music 
gets better.

Albert Pujols drove his big, 
black pickup truck into the 
St. Louis Cardinals’ spring 
training camp Thursday 
morning and pulled into a 
parking spot reserved for 
owners. 

No one complained. 

Deal or no deal, Pujols 
and the Cardinals are still 
happy together. For now, 
anyway. 

The three-time MVP ar¬ 
rived for his first formal 
workout of the 2011 
season, which the 
Cardinals desperately hope 
will not be his last in St. 
Louis. He showed up one 
day after he and the team 
failed to reach an 
agreement on a new 
contract by a deadline Pu¬ 
jols imposed, and insisted 
that wasn’t going to bother 
him this season. 

“I’m more locked in 
than ever,” Pujols said. 

A nine-time all-star, Pu¬ 
jols is the only player in 
major league histoiy to hit 
30 or more home runs 
each of his first 10 seasons 
— all with the Cardinals, 
the franchise he’s often 
said he wants to remain 
with for the rest of his ca¬ 
reer, a stance he reiterated 
Thursday. 

The Cardinals declined 
Wednesday to reveal their 
offer, though it was 
believed to be somewhere 
around $200 million US for 
eight years.

Squash player Chloe

While a professional ca¬ 
reer is possible, Chemtob 
said she will first play on a 
college team and then ex¬ 
amine her options.

The casualties are mounting and sport 
is facing its greatest crisis. How much 
risk is too much and at what price is 
"faster, higher, stronger” too dear? 

I n the space of one year, Nodar 

Kumaritashvili, the Georgian luger, lost 
his life at the Olympics. Then Austrian ski¬ 
er Hans Grugger lost control at the famed 
downhill ski course in Kitzbuhel and 
spent weeks in a coma. Now, Sidney Cros¬ 
by, the bread and butter of the NHL, languishes 
because of post-concussion syndrome. Lindsey 
Vonn pulled out of the world alpine ski champi¬ 
onships, struggling with a concussion. 

So what is acceptable in the pursuit of high- 


performance sport and reckless disregard for 
the athlete’s well being? 

“It’s the unknown,” says Brian Stemmle, who 
spent 14 years on the Canadian alpine ski team. 
“Is the athlete going to win or crash and bum? 
That’s why I watch. Risk makes it extremely ex¬ 
citing because you have so much to lose.” 

Ironically, Stemmle nearly lost his life in a 
sickening 1989 crash. He was in hospital for 
three months with a broken pelvis and massive 
internal injuries. He recovered and competed at 
three more Olympics. Still, it was a journey that 
came with a high price. 

“My life almost ended because I made a mis¬ 
take in a place where safety wasn’t up to 
standard,” Stemmle recounted. “As a parent I 
wouldn’t want to go through what my parents 


had to endure.” 

That’s why sport on eveiy level has to protect 
its assets — its athletes — in order to ensure 
long-term survival. 

Therefore, all competitions must meet safety 
standards. Intentional hits to the head must be 
abolished. Those not qualified to compete 
shouldn’t. Officials need to enforce the mles. 

“Safety for the athletes needs to be the No. 1 
concern,” Stemmle says. 

“We also need educated people looking out 
for us. Doctors, coaches, trainers and therapists 
need to mitigate injuries by taking precautions. 
You can’t let an athlete compete who isn’t one 
hundred per cent (healthy).” 

And you can’t let sport become a death-defy¬ 
ing game where the laws of the jungle apply.
